A well-preserved example of this attractive medal designed by 
George H. Lovett of New York, featuring the Boston Numismatic 
Society’s seal showing both sides of the NE threepence. The pieces 
were struck for Isaac F. Wood, the prominent numismatist, as part of 
a series memorializing the presidency of Gen. Grant—though their 
unclear wording could lead one to think they were struck in Wood’s 
memory. Among the best numismatic-themed American medals of 
the nineteenth century.

An attractive specimen of this piece, the dies for which were produced 
by Robert Lovett around 1859 (though Rulau pegs it at a decade lat¬ 
er). Advertised in the 1860 second edition of Montroville Dickeson s 
American Numismatic Manual, the coin safe manufactured by Evans & 
Watson would appear to be the only commercial product of the 19th 
century whose marketing strategy depended on its endorsement by a 
prominent numismatist! Though included in the usual references as 
a token, the weight and thickness of it suggest that referring to it as a 
medal is not inappropriate.

Idler issued several different store cards in a variety of different metals. 
These dies were used to produce tokens in brass, silver, white metal, 
copper and nickel. Our attribution of this as silver is based party on its 
weight (it cant be white metal) and partly on the toning of the piece, 
which is precisely what we would expect on a silver token that had not 
been cleaned. The LOVETT signature is faint, as struck.

One of the very few Civil War tokens that is also the store card for 
a coin dealer, albeit a minor one. The seemingly odd juxtaposition of 
fishing tackle and rare coins continues to amuse collectors to this day.

About uncirculated, with some luster remaining. $75 
The first token in a series of nine issued by dealer Augustus B. Sage to 
memorialize some of the more prominent American collectors of the 
day. It is discussed at length by Q. David Bowers in American Numis¬ 
matics before the Civil War, who notes that of the various pieces com¬ 
prising the Numismatic Gallery series, the Bushnell token “has been in 
the greatest demand by collectors, due to the fame of Bushnell himself” 
(page 252). This token was not issued holed for suspension, though this 
specimen was obviously holed for just such a purpose probably at the 
time of issue.

Woodward moved to Roxbury and established an apothecary shop in 
1848. He issued scrip in denominations of 5 cents and 20 cents pre¬ 
sumably because of the shortage of small change during the Civil War. 
While the 20 cent notes are available reasonably often, the 5-cent notes 
are far less frequently seen. This is by far the highest graded example 
we Ve handled.

Usually found in aluminum, though also known in copper. George 
Carpenter Arnold (1868-1938) operated the Arnold Numismatic 
Company from at least 1902 to 1937, having held a mail-bid sale in the 
former year. The lack of a street address on the token makes attributing 
it to a more specific time period difficult. It seems fair to say that the 
“Established 1879” is a bit of an overstatement.

A really remarkable group of material. While most of these are not worth enough to justify cataloguing indi¬ 
vidually, this lot should prove fascinating to anyone interested in the history of the hobby in the United States, 
and a few particularly cool items have deliberately been included to sweeten the pot.

As discussed above, the Iowa Numismatic Association had struck med¬ 
als as early as their founding year, and medals using this obverse were 
issued for their 1941 convention (see previous section). The INA was 
the host club for the 1946 ANA Convention, held in Davenport, and 
used this obverse again for the convention medal (see above). While 
the name of the ANA appears nowhere on this medal, Leon Belt was 
the ANA President at the time of the 1946 convention and it seems 
obvious that he would have been presented with this on that occasion, 
hence its inclusion in this section.

At the 1947 ANA Convention, held in Buffalo, Col. Joseph Moss, a 
member of the Board of Governors, introduced a resolution calling on 
the ANA to “issue a medal, to be known as the Presidents Medal, to be 
made of gold, and suitably inscribed, and that this medal be presented 
to all living past presidents, and to each president upon the conclu¬ 
sion of his term of office.” The resolution was adopted and medals were 
struck for each outgoing president until recent years. At first, the med¬ 
als were struck in coin gold, and weighed nearly one troy ounce (the 
present medal contains 0.897 ounces of pure gold in addition to the 
copper added for alloy); some later medals were struck in 10 karat gold. 
These medals, being uniquely engraved for each president, are almost 
never offered on the secondary market. A rare opportunity.

This medal is depicted in the 1889 volume of the Rivista italiana di numismatica, though this example may be a 
later production. It is an unusual piece, with extremely high obverse relief, and its exact manner of production 
is unclear to us.
